those negroes who go to work with

lations with whites call for diplo- 
.nacy. 


The test was reported by Charles 
F. Thompson, of Tulane University, 
rt arose from his experience with 
negro veterans 
in

Orleans, 
ffhen he tried to use the regular 
Dsychological tests given to white 
ueople to learn such things as how 
i man or woman will get along 
•vith fellow workers, and how to 
nake allies. 


The white psychological test re- 
7ealed that negores are apt to think 
if whites as aliens. It is the same 
:hing as the old saying, "all china- 
nen look alike." Whites have been 
found by psychologists' who think 
learly all negroes look alike.

A parking garage (not meter) operated with coins is 
the latest development in civilized progress.

As yet only in the working 
model stage, it operates this way, as described by the 
New York Daily News: 


"When you drive your car into any one of several 
entrances, you would park in a standard-sized dolly or 
platform on wheels, and insert a coin as parking fee in 
one of thousands of slots. 
The operation would pre- 
select the parking booth into which the car was to be 
placed. 
A token would be ejected from the coin ma- 
chine which the driver would take with him as his claim 
check. 


"The dolly and automobile would move automatically 
to an elevator which would take them to an upper floor. 
Here an overhead conveyor would lift the dolly and car 
over the tops of other parked cars and deposit them in 
their designated place. 


"Upon the driver's return and the insertion in a slot 
of his claim token, the process would be repeated in 
reverse." 


Engineering studies conducted by the company show 
that a garage of this type, 100 by 200 feet and ten stories 
high, could handle 3,940 cars daily. It would take five 
minutes to bring a car from the tenth floor.
